WHAT OCCURS WHEN A WARSHIP 
QOtS INTO COMMISSION. 



A ITaval Cmwmoar Vail of Intorett to 
Ottcers ud Crew— To the I«adein»n It 
la Apt to 9* IpsffMstv* Metar- 
Mqo*. 

A ifargUp "goes Into commission" 
when the olBoers and crew take formal 
pbssessloo and the ship is ready for eea. 
The ceremony is usually an impressive 
and inapiring coe, especially if the craft 
is a new and important addition to tbe 
naval force. Just now, when wo are ac- 
quiring a new wi^ship every day or 
two, Iheoefemony la'qnitiB a common 
one. 

It usually takes place at some navy 
yard, almost always, in fact, although 
in the oase of ^e vessels bought from 
foreign countries, crews are sent to the 
porta where tbe boats aro lying and 
there tbe olllcial ao^ ooours. Generally, 
however, a bhip wMoh goes into com- 
miasion ia either a new abip which has 
never had either' officers or crew or an 
old one which for Fome reason has been 
laid np for some time and which haa 
con»'(iui ntly Leeu out of commission. 

Ericfly tbe ceremony consists in the 
reading by tbe new commanding officer 
of hi.s orders or authority for taking 
char^'o of tbe ship and tbe hoisting of tbe 
national colors But as tbe event ia u.«ual- 
ly not an everyday occurrence the naval 
ofllcers iiavo managed to make out of 
this simple act a ceremony full of Sig- 
nified solemnity and not laokihg in pic- 
turesque qualities. 

When an officer is given command of 
a ship, it is often the practical result of 
a recent promotion nud this in itself 
adds interest to tho affair. Many of hia 
sabordinato oflicorH, too, have received 
new commissions. The members of tbe 
crew, who perhaps have been assembled 
for tbe first time, naturally look with 
some intereet on the ship which is to be 
their home for years to come and take a 
mental measure of tho mm who aro to 
he their messmates. Each man feuls liKe 
a new boy at school. 

Tbe first thing to be done is to range 
tbe crew, generally in triple formation, 
on the deck amidships. The officers aro 
all wearing their dress uniforms and aro 
resplendent in gold braid and brass but- 
tons. Tbe high officials of tbe navy who 
are present wear their chapeans with 
waving ostrich plumes and walk about 
aa Btiff aa ramroda At a reapeotful dia- 
tanoe the invited guests, numbering 
among tbem tbe wivea and oouainB and 
sistefa and s w ee lh ei B ii of tbe officers,

look on in admiration, while still be- 
yond and kept back by a line of hautjhty 
marines are tlie self invited spectators, 
ready lo uubottle their patriotism when 
tbe time arrives. 

The new commanding officer opens 
the proceedings by reading the orders 
by which he is authorized to take charge 
of tho ship. This done, tbe official who 
is appointed by tho navy department to 
formally baud over tho vessel steps for- 
ward and makes a little apeeoh. He es- 
prossea tbe hope that tbe ship and tbe 
men who are about to man her may 
have all sorts of good fortune, perhaps 
he adds a few words of advice, and ho 
winds up by tolling thu captain that he 
is now in charge of the ship. 

At these words a waiting bugler 
blowa a spirited call, the band, if there 
is one, starts in on some appropriate 
air, and tho stars and stripes are run up 
to tbe mizzen peak. At the same time 
tho union jack ia broken out at the fore 
truok, and the captain 'a pennant hoist- 
ed from the fore peak, 

Tben tbe eaptaln ia really in com- 
mand, ttam nat aaemsat wlil be ia 
n-lieved he is personally reaponsiblo for 
bia ship. If she runs aground, collides 
with a mud scow or is blown up by an 
enemy, he is liable t» be ooort mar- 
tialed.

The mill agent, importer or manu- 
ftMtnrer takes orders for a line of g<iod.4 
1^'obi jobbers and from large retailers 
for a full opening supply, but a great 
many of tben are thus sold on a guar- 
antee—that is, tbe bujrera can return 
what they do not sell — a pifietty safe 
business for tbe buyer. When the goods 
fail to move at a stipulated price, tho 
sellers are notified tbut a certain quan- 
tity will bo returned. Thett new nego- 
tiations begin. 

If they are in jobbers' bands and the 
quantity is large, a drive may ar- 
ranged for; if not large enough for this, 
a sale may be arranged to a larger re- 
tailer. Then conies his announcement 
of a large purchase from a well known 
manufacturer or importer, greatly be- 
low cost, and being content with a 
small profit they are to be sold below 
cost. Very often, therefore, these sales 
do not mean a loss tu the retailer or to 
the importer, but usually tn the maker 
of tho goods, whether donit stic or for- 
eign. Of course, buyers from agents 
who make up the goods into garments 
or convert tbem Into bleaobed, dyed or 
printed articles cannot well tell back 
qpen the uiUs.— Textile World.

Un- 
cle Sam doesn't care to make public the 

details of his coast defenSBB. 

But for nearly !iO years tho work of 
planting tho seeds of destruction in 
American harbors has been going on. It 
was on May 9, 1800, that tho secretary 
of war instructed tbe board of engineers 
for fortifications to study experimentally 
the general subject of torpedo defense, 
and to prepare plans for applying tho 
approved methods to the important har- 
bors of the Atlantic and Paoitlo coasts. 

Elaborate projects were submitted, 
oomprisiag plana for preparing tbe forts 
and batteries to serve as seoure operating 
stations and maps showing the num- 
bers and proposed locations of the lines 
of torjiedcies. .Just how far these i)r(ijects 
have been carried out is a government 
secret, but it may be accepted as a fact 
that something baa been done in all 
these years. 

The simplest form of an anchored tor- 
pedo or mine is the "contact mine," 
which consists of an iron caso contain- 
ing the explosive charge and a cable 
attaching it to the sinker by which it ia 
held in place. The case has a number 
of projecting points, each armed with a 
firing pin. If a ship bita one of these 
firing pins, the latter will be driven in, 
exploding a percussion cap, and tho 
charge will then burst. When this oc- 
curs, something happena 

The contact mine in its simple form 
is dangerous to friend as well as foo, 
and if it should get adrift it might sink 
a harmless merchant ship. Its simplici- 
ry and the fact that it can ho improvised 
at short notice aro tho only reuaous lor 
its use. 

The "electro contact mine" is con- 
structed on tbe same general plan as tbe 
contact micke, but some of the weak- 
nesses of the latter are removed. The 
firing pins, instead of exploding a per- 
cussion cap wlicn driven iu, simply 
close one break in an eleotrlo Oiionit 
passing through tbe charge. 

Stationary torpedoes or buoyant mines 
are also anchored near the bottom in 
deep water by a device Which allows 
them to be electrically released. On the 
approach of an enemy they bob up to 
the surface ready for business. 

An improvement over the contact and 
electro contact mine is the "observa- 
tion mine." In this the mine and the

Underneath each sig- 
nal light, or bell, at this station is a 

key for closing the corresponding firing 
circuit. As soon as tho observer, who 
stanas ai tne Keyboard, sees a certain 
bell ring he knows that the buoy above 
the oorreapcnding mine has been struck, 
and he immediately touches tbe proper 
key, thus closing the firing circuit and 
causing the mine to explode. 

Tlie army eiifjineer corps has charge 
of the niamifai tu:t», planting and oper- 
ating of tbe torpedoes and mines. The 
uien are trained at tbe Willets Point 
school on Long Island, and each one of 
tbem is competent to turn instructor 
himself and direct tbe work of raw re- 
cruits should it be nocessary to strew our 
harbors at short notice with death deal* 
iug iron cans.

A Lake That Never Oivee Up Ite De*a. 

"The Great Lukes" is the subject of 
an article in St Niobolaa. The author, 
W. S. Harwood, says of Lake Superior : 

Another very interesting and very 
sad thin;,' about thia lake is that It never 
gives up its dead. Wh(jever encounters 
terrible disaster — happily infrequent iu 
the tourist season — and goes down in 
tho angry, beautiful blue waters, never 
comes up again. From those earliest 
days when the d.iring French voyageurs 
iu their trim birch bark cnnocs skirted 
the pictures'iue shores of loi.; KoLle but 
relentless lake down to this pro.sent 
moment those who have met their 
deaths in mid-Superior still lie at the 
stone paved bottom. It may be that b6 
very cold is the water some of their 
bodies may have been preser\'od through 
the centuries. Sometimes not far from 
the shore the bodies of people who have 
been wrecked from fishing smacks or 
ttom pleasure boats overtaken by aomel 
squall have been recovered, but only 
after tbe most heroic efforts with drag- 
net or by tho diver. Once on a trip 
down the lakt'S I met a clergyman wl;o. 
aa wo passed a point of laud somo miles 
before entering the narrowing of the 
lake at the Soo, pointed out the place 
where the ill fated Algoma went down 
on the reef some eight yeara ago^ and 
as ho looked he said slowly: 

"I was at thi^ funeral of ono man 
who went down with her, and the only 
reason bis body is not at the bottom to- 
day with the other 8U that were lost 
is beoanse it was caught In the timbers 
of U» Vessel and could not sink. "

South .\;i:eri( a furnishes tho greatest 
amount and be.st quality of curled horse- 
hair, used for filling mattresses and 
stuffing furniture. On the wide pampa 
many thousands of horses are bred 
eppecially for tho hair of their manea 
and tails. Thesis between the round ups, 
which sometimes do not occur iu three 
or four seasons, grow to great length, 
but owing to the lack of care and the 
state of the "camps, " as the open ooun- 
try is called, tbe hair is usually tangled 
in what seems an inextricable mass. All 
over tho camps grow many kinds of 
burs and thistles, and tho animals us 
they graze or roll themselves about be- 
come covered with them. Their coats 
are naturally rough, tbe hair growing 
in an uneven, shaggy way. Stuck all 
over with burs and with mano and tail 
inatted into nearly unwieldy masses, 
tho poor ereatiin s presi-nt a comical ap- 
pearance. After tliey are shorn they 
seem to delight iu the freedom of crop- 
ped necks and short tails. 

The hair when out off is freed from 
dirt and roughness of all kinds and 
wouml into ropes, by which means it is 
made ourly. It sells ftjr ;is cents or 4H 
cents a pound. The l i:K>'>t strands are 
kept separated and u^od for horsehair 
furniture, olothsk etc. —New York 
Tribune. 

The £nglUh Poatoffloe In 1017. 

The postmasters were free from all 

publio offices, from liability to quarter 
soldiers, and they received gazettes free 
of postage, "wherewith they advantage 
themseives in their common trade of 
selling drink, and they have their sin* 
gle letters free to London." 

The ratea of poatage in 1677 were 
I omparatively low. A single letter — i. 
e. , a letter consisting of ono sheet of 
paper only — c^ould he sent for any dis- 
tance up to tSO miles for twopence, and 
and beyond 80 miles for throeiu noe. A 
letter weighing on ounce cost eightpenoe 
for 80 miles and a shilling beyond. 

The mails were dispatched from Lon- 
don about midnigiit ou Tuesdaya, 
Thursdays and .Saturdays and wore due 
to arrive in London early ou Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday mornings. They 
were carried on horseback at the rate ot 
five miles an hour, and they were liable 
to a detention of not moro than half an 
hour at each postoflfico (stage) on the 
road. England was divided into six 
runnings, or roads — viz, west, Bristol, 
Ohester; north, Yarmouth and Kent, 
starting from Plymouth, Bristol, Ohes- 
ter, Edinburgh, Yarmouth and Dover 
respectively.— Notes and Qneriea.

WAgBixoTOir, D. 0., March 29.— Ona ot 
the moat reliable and distinguished mem- 
ban of the Senate in talking over the sit- 
uation, and tiia probable ontoome, with 
the CourierJoamal ewraapondmt to- 
day, said : 

"If it were not for the fact that the 
holders of the Spanish bonds exert each 
a large influence at Washington, I could 
safely predict the recognition of Cuban 
independence within the next few days. 
I am in a position to know that these 
bonds play an important factor in the 
controversy. They amount in round num« 
bera to aboat 1600,000,000. I am asaared 
that any kind of a government that the 
inaurgenta want will be given Cuba by 
Spain if a goarantaa for the payment 
these bonds can he secured. The holders 
of the bonds— and I believe $2OO,0O0,O06 
are controlled in France, and many by 
the Rothschilds— are using their best ef- 
forts now to induce the United States to 
consent to the gradual step by step pro- 
cess for the independence of Cuba. They 
hope by these means to perhaps effect 
terms with the Cuban insurgents, aided 
by this Government, to so arrange mat- 
tera aa to goarantee revenaea from Ooban 
ports, to save at laaat tha largar part of 
the debt 

*'They have stated their caaa to the 

President and pre.«entod strong argo* 
ment to sustain the wisdom of th^ 
proposition. They say, for hiMtanoa, that 

a war with Spain would cost the United 
States half, if not all, the Spanish debt, 
to say nothing of the fearful loss of life 
and the commercial damage it would in- 
flict upon this country. This argument, 
which is not unreasonable, has had its 
effect upou the Administration, and 1 
have no doabt is receiving serious con- 
sideration. It is a <iiic.stioii whether it 
would not be cheaper and better for the 
United Statea in the long ran, the in> 
dependence of Cuba being absolutely as- 
sured within a stated time, to guarantee 
$200,000,000 of those bonds, than to rec- 
ognize the independence <<{ the people 
there now and then have a war with 
Spain. 

"Mind you, I am not au advocate of 
this policy, for I am in favor of taking 
chances and reeogni/.ing the independ- 
ence of Cuba. I am simply telling you 
the matter under consideration and the 
r >a--nn for the hesitation of the Adminis- 
tration to line up with Oongrees."

Just loolc at tbo work it docs on a big 
Wanhlp. It hoists tho ammunition to the 
deck. It trninn and flrus the guns. It gives, 
by moans of the ranuo and irasltlou finder, 
the distance and i)OKltlon of the enemy's 
ships, it gives a means of signaling, it 
actuates the torpedoes, it lights and ven- 
tilates tho ship— in faok, It doaa good, hon- 
est, practical work. 

Perhaps you have read tho recently pub- 
lished description of tho electrical equip- 
ment of the Maine. I'assing over numy 
tecbnloal details, It may bo briefly uion- 
tioned that the electrical plant Included 
two dynamos and engines. The dynamos 
were connected to a switchboard, from 
which all the circuits for the Incandescent 
lamps and motors wore supplied, and both 
motors and lamps could bo operated at the 
■ame time. Thivo wcro three eleotrlo 
motors installed on board, with an aggre- 
gate of four horsepower. Thorc wcro elec- 
trical telegrapba with dials In each engine 
loom. These were connected to transmlt- 
I 1b tba oooiilng tower and In the obart-

Letters from all sorts and (-(jndltions of 
men and women, to say notliinn of chil- 
dren, are now coming to Dan daily, and 
ho has been tho themo of in.uiy a newspa- 
per article. Dut it is said that ho bears bis 
honors meekly and haain nowiia lost bto 
bead as yet. 

The boy Is tho son and only living child 
of C. A. Vallinnfortl, a well known archi- 
tect in IntilaiKipolls. Dan is a patriot by 
birth atid with good reasons, if descent 
counts. His sraudfather Wallingford en- 
listed OS a private in tbo Thirty-third In- 
diana regiment and camo out of tho war 
as adjutant of the regiment.

house or on tho bridge, from which points 
the number of engine revolutions desired 
could be instantly transmitted. These 
telegraphs were so constructed that mes- 
sages could be repeated back from tha en- 
gine room. 

Similar telepraphs with reprntin.'j; dials 
were placed at all steering wheels and the 
steering engine. They were oonneoted in 
the samo manner as the engine room In- 
struments, and their indications were soen 
at all tho stations at the samo moment. A 
direct rending rudder transmitter showed 
the angle of the rudder with the keel and 
bad oonncctiou with dials placed on tho 
bridge at tl^a steering engine and in the 
conning tower. This angle was shown at 
all the stations simultaneously. There 
wore also boeling Indicators, to show the 
angle of beol and the oaglo oif lolL Tha m 
wffe located in tba charthiBMo attd on tto 
upper deck. 

The diato of all tha telegraph and indi- 
eators were lighted by electricity, and our- 
tent for the Instrawents was supplied from 
the dynamo oirouita, but a battery was 
kept in reserve in case the dynamos were 
not in operation. There were in all two 
hundred and tbbr^-eevao'lOeandle power, 
one bpndred and flfty-one 10 candle poww 
and ten 8S candle power inoandesoent 
lamps, or a total of 808 lamps. There were 
88 voice pipes and 8 telephones on board 
tbo ship, 11 electric buzzers, 9 bells, 8 
gongs, an automatic water alarm circuit 
•nd twelve 10 inch clockwork alarm gonga, 
with aleotrioal escapements. 

What it would mean to have any part of 
this complicated system destroyed or in- 
jured without proper means or skill being 
at hand for Its reconstruction or repair It 
Is not hard to estimate. The helplessness 
would bo still greater In the case of some 
jt our ships which have oven moro com- 
proheni-ive electrical installations. Tho In- 
iiiuna, fur iii.stance, is fitted with i leetrlcal 
turret turning njauhinery andrf)ttier mod- 
ern electrical applications, wliicli must bo 
supervised by attendants of special skill 
and training, whosa plaoa oooldnolbe 
casually lllled. 

'I'hc necessity fur having men on board 
bhipwliocan llx all these wires ami switch- 
es and appliances when they are sh<jt out 
of gear has been fully realized of late. 
Without such men tho man at tlie button 
is powerless. His switchboard might aa 
weUbaaoheohwboHd If the Ufa Is >ot in 
It. 

It is understood that representations of 
a most Impressive nature bave been mode 
to the authoritlss at Washington In regard 
to the urgency of the immediate formation 
of an electrical corps for tho ^my and 
navy. Lieutenant Bradley A. Flske of the 
navy has advocated such a Step. 

It would seem that such a corps could 
be formed under existing laws, and there 
would be no dllllculty In enlisting mem- 
bers.
